HOW TO TOTK. 

The election arguments are ail In and 
it is now proper that a aoa par 
paper like Thu Oitben should sum up 
the case. Campaign orator* and writers 
seem to be governed by two opposite 
desires-^to meet Issues, to befog Issues. 
The first is commendable, the second is 
damnable. The first leads to the de¬ 
cision and putting at rest conflict of 
opinion; the second destroys peace and 
prosperity and encourages strife sad re¬ 
bellion against authority. We shall not 
in anywise attempt to advise aay voter 
in favor of what party he should cast his 
vote; we shall almply Indicate what a 
vote for either party will be for. The 
two great parties are arrayed on op¬ 
posite sides of four great questions— 
the tariff, currency, banking, control of 
Federal elections by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. Leaders on both aides, however, 
endeavor from time to time to hide, 
evade or deny the positions of their 
respective parties. We shall briefly 
state these positions as gathered from 
the platforms or both parties, the letters 
of acceptance of candidates, and the 
party newspapers. 

As regards the tariff, both parties 
agree that the greater part of the 
revenue necessary tor the maintenance 
of the general government shall be 
raised by the taxation of imports. The 
Democratic par y holds that the Re¬ 
publican system of protection is uncon¬ 
stitutional, harmful and wicked. -Many 
thousands of good and patriotic citizens 
so believe. Whether before now, Re¬ 
publicans or Democrats, let all who be¬ 
lieve in making the trade of foreign 
nations with us as free as possible 
Bistent with the raising of the 
revenue, vote the Democratic ticket. 
Republicans are in favor of making the 
raising of the necessary revenue a 
means of protecting against foreign 
competition American production. Those 
who believe In the policy of protection 
vote for Us downfall In voting for the 
Democratic candidates. 

Currency. As In the matter of tariff 
so In the matter of currency, the two 
great parties have been and are on 
opposite sides. Many individual mem¬ 
bers of the Democratic party are in 
favor of a dollar being worth on# hun¬ 
dred cents, but the vast majority of the 
members of tbs Democratic party n tew 
hundred miles from Mew York is In 
favor of “free silver," “more money,** 
and hate the gold dollar.

From the days of Andrew Jackson to 
the year of Our Lord, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two, the Democratic party 
continuously, and consistently have been 
opposed to nationali banka. The Be-' 
publican party since Its organization baa 
been the ohamploa of the aattooal banka 
and a national circulation. The Demo¬ 
cratic party demands a repeal of the 
tax upon State-hank circulation. That 
tax prevents State-bank circulation; Its 
repeal would mean the immediate ap- 
pearaace of Stale-bank bill*, Able men. 
honest men, patriotlo men take opposite 
positions on this great question of banka 
and bank-note circulation.
